The blood in turn is supplied 
to hospital patients efitirely free of 
any charge, In co-operation with the 
Red Cross, hospitals adminster thé 
transfusions “without cost to the 
patients they serve. *

this free service was opefating in 
Alberta, . over 15,000 transfusions of 
whole blood and plasma were admin- 
istered to nearly 8,000 patients. 
Blood banks are maintained at stra- 
tegic points throughout the prov- 
ince, These ever present supplies of 
whole blood and plasma are credited 
by hospital and medical authorities 
,with the saving of countless lives.

Barlier, during discussion of a 
Canadian proposal brought before 
the powerful Political Committee by 
Gen. McNaughton, Vishinsky hint- 
ed that Russia might possess the 
atom bomb. - ; 

The Russian delegate did not say 
outright thet the Goviet Union had 
the weapon, but told the Committee 
that the United States was not the 
only country possessing the atomic 
bomb, . 

“It is a mistake to think that 
there is just one state which has a 


monopoly over atomic energy and 
the atomic bomb. It is useless to 
think of such a thing. It is useleas 


to hope for that because this is 
fraught with dire and dangerous 
eonsequences and miscalculations,” 
he said. ; 

The Atomic Energy Commiasion, 
in which Gen. McNaughton has tak- 
en a leading part, submitted a maj- 
ority report providing for-the in- 
ternational agency to acquire owner 
ship of all uranium and thorium as 
soon as it is mined. 

The world body would control pro 
duction, distribution and stock- 
piling of nuclear fuels and’ would 
have exclusive power to conduct re- 
search on the destructive properties 
of atomic energy. 

However, some atomic authorities 
see Russia’s hint that they have 
atomic bombs as a propaganda cam- 
paign designed to disrupt the flow 
of uranium from the Belgian Congo 
to the United States, 

The Congo:and the Great . Bear 
Lake district in the North West 
Territories are the chief. uranium- 
producing areas in the world. Mine 
deposits are within. the Russian 
sphere but scientists think it will: be 
years before Russia can produce 
enough of the raw material to man- 
ufacture atomic bombs. _ 

A United States government of- 
ficial said Russian strategy is aimed 
at breaking down the output of ur- 
anium by inciting workers in the 
Belgian colony to discontent, thus 
setting the stage for sabotage.

All doors on furnaces should 
fit tightly and fire door should 
be opened only when adding 
When stoking the fire, do not 
pletely smother the flames. Leave 
patch of red coals exposed to ignite 
the gases in the fire pot. 

Another important precaution 
when handling the furnace is to 
stand to one side when opening the 
fire box door, Many persons are 
seriously burned every year ‘ by 
“blow backs”, If the fire has been 
partly smothered by fresh coal, the 
unburned gases will accumulate in 
the fire box and errupt violently in- 
to flame as the door ie opened. A 
tongue of flame may billow out 
from the door, possibly with explo- 
sive violence. This should not hap- 
pen if the furnace is properly fired 
and controlled, but stepping aside as 
you open the door is ulways a good 
precaution,

The rat menace is something. we shonld all take an 
interest in and do everything in our individual power to 
prevent the rats from taking over. Mr. Brown’s letter 
as outlined above, appears as follows: 


. ‘Sir:—tI wish to take this opportunity to thank you for 
your assistance in bringing the rat problem to the. atten- 
tion of the general public. You have done much to awak- 


rat-free, and that we should try to maintain this happy 
state as long as we possibly can, | ‘ , 


Just how long this is going to be is not defi 

‘known but from the information at my disposal it is my 

belief that it will not be more than five years. My rea- 

sons for saying this is that I have been studying the rat 

situation in western Canada and the western United 

States for the past eight years, and during that time I 

: have collected some very pertinent information on rat 
migration and invasion. ‘ 


‘ 


So far as we can determine the only reason why. rats 
are not established here is—to reduce it to its simplest 
terms——because the main body has not yet reached here. 

’ If this appears to be foo simple an explanation we 
should remember that: 


1. Rats first became established on the, prairies of 
Manitoba around’ 1900. . 

2. They appeared on. the Monitobé-Saskatchewan 
bie yd around 1912-1914. . 

3. The cities of Regina and Moose Jaw became infest- 
ed around 1929. These infestations were coincidental 
with the appearance of rats in the towns and rural areas 
to the north, east and south of these cities. 

4. The cities of Saskatoon and Prince Albert became 
infested around 1935 but only after the area to the east 
and south had become infested. 

5. Around 1938 the rats reached the South Saskatche- 
wan ‘River at Elbow, Outlook and Riverhurst. As you 


Medicine Hat, then turns and flows north east through 


at Prince Albert. As it is a very large river it was for a 
long time a very effective barrier against the westward 
migration of rats. However, rats crossed the river in 
1940 and are now well-established on the west bank. 

From the above it should be apparent that the west- 
ward migration of rats has been a more or less steady 
effort. In so far as the rate per year of westward migra- 
tion is concerned, it is doubtful if any precise figure can 
be determined, because it must be borne in mind that 
rats are moving west from population pressure. They 
are also moving south and north from the same cause. 
In fact we found that there was one area in Saskatche- 
wan which was surrounded by rat infested areas, yet 
due to favourable local conditions remained rat free for 
a long time, and eventually became infested by rats mov- 
ing in from the west. 

While railroads, busses and trucks did bring a few 
rats into Alberta this method of introduction was not a 
serious problem previously, because the chances of the 
rats escaping being seen and killed were very few. How- 
ever, now that rats are well-established a short distance 
east of the Alberta boundary, more and more of them 
are going to be introduced by railways, busses and 
trucks, with a consequent decline in the chances of their 
being observed and killed. This statement is amply 
borne out by the number of places that are now report- 
ing the occasional rat being found and killed. 

I would like to point out that begause Alberta is rat- 
free we are from ten to sixteen millions of dollars better 
off annually than any other province in Canada. That 
seems like a lof of money and it is a lot of money. Yet 
that is the amount of damage and destruction that rats 


ean doin one year, Besides this it should be remember- 
ed that once rats become established they cannot be er- 
adicated. Therefore, it is up to the people, and particu- 


larly to the wholesalers, the manufacturers, the eleva- 
tor companies, the farmers, the packing plants, the flour 

and feed mills, the retail stores, the bakeries, the res. 
aurants and the householders generally, to do every- 
thing they can to keep rats from becoming established. 
After all, they are the people who are going to lose the 
bulk of the 10 to 16 million of dollars annually. 

It is my belief that we have at most five years of grace 
This is not a very long period of time in which to pre- 
pare, yet much can be done if the people will start now

Big Economic Problem 

Indeed, Canada's biggest econo- 
mic problem now appears to be 
whether she can weather the dollar- 
scarcity and emerge once more’ as 
one' of the greatest selling countries 
of the world. 

In other aspects of the British 
chancellor’s visit, there was no in- 
dication whether he had asked the 
Dominion to unfreeze that part of 
the 1946 Canadian loan to Britain 
which Canada blocked as her own 
dollar-saving measure. : 

This amount, about $240,000,000, 
would probably have relieved Bri- 
tain’s dollar shortage considerably 
and ajded her desire to continue 
making heavy purchases from Can- 
ada. 

Final phase of Sir Stafford’s visit 
was the announcement of a. steering 
committee, made up of representa- 
tives of the two countries, to study 
“commercial & economic matters of 
mutual concern”: and make recom- 
mendations for the adjustment of 
imports and exports “in the light of 
changing circumstances,” 

The official announcement 
It will no doubt be necessary to 
make some adjustments jn United 
Kingdom import programs of re- 
cent years, but both governments 
will do everything they can to avoid 
any sudden change in the pattern of 
trade between. the two countries.”

There seems to be something in 
human nature that urges it to find 


a word to which it may cling. The . ; 
Good European

latest word is “Security”. It has be- 
come the cornerstone of the social- 
ist political faith. 

To our way of thinking the term,’ 
as it is used today, is rather nebu- 
lous. It becomes no clearer as it is 
defined by some of its most ardent’ 
advocates, ; 

Mr. David Lewis, National Seére- 
tary of the COF, has tried his hand 
at defining it. At the CCF summer 
school at Haliburton, Ont,, he pro- 
duced some handsome : phrases that, 
to our mind, made the matter no 
clearer, He spoke of the Party's at- 
tempt “to free human beings in 
society fromthe deadly and miser- 
able chasing after material security 
by providing an opportunity for a 
decent living standard for every- 
body.” 

That sounds very fine. But just 
what does it mean? For instance, 
does it mean that when the trade 
unionist has reached this ‘decent 
living standard” he will then be sat-

It 
means that you can be secure or not 
secure, and the result is determined 
by your own actions. It doesh’t as- 
sure that you will be president of a 
great organization. It doesn’t pro- 
vide that you won't. die in. the poor- 
house, It just says: “Here’s an op- 
portunity, make what you can of it” 

Now if socialism can offer us any 
security that isn’t limiting and is 
secure, we'd like to hear about it, 
Mr. Lewis doesn’t suggest it, nor 
Australia for the provision of 165,-

Growing weather has been good 
throughout Burope, with the except- 
ion of the Low Countries and Den- 
mark.

The consumption of bread grains 
in Western Europe during 1947-48 
amounted to the total production of 
21,000,000 tons, plus imports of 17,- 
300,000 tons. This provided for a 
very low basic, ration which is being 
increased this year by about 20 per 
cent, 


Qualifying this optimistic crop re- 
port is the fact that the population 
of Europe has increased by at least 
15 per cent since 1986, The cereal 
requirements of Europe would there- 
fore be far above the prewar period, 
but the estimated production for 
the present crop year is about 17 
per cent below the prewar average. 
Even if production were to return 
to the prewar average, free con- 
sumption would be impossible with- 
out a very substantial increase in 
imports over those current before 
the war.

Wires on Paint! 

Now it’s paint as a substitute for 
electric ,wiring in miniature electri- 
cal goods such as radios. To replace 
a maze of wires in the tiny space 
available in pint-sized radiom a spec- 
ial type of metallic paint is traced 
in lines on a sheet of plastic, which 
is then cemented into its proper 
place in the gadget. The thin lines 
of paint make the electric circuits. 

The idea developed for peace-time 
‘use from war experiments on the 
famous proximity fuses for anti- 
aircraft shells, Bach fuse required a 
complicated electronic mechanism 
in an exceedingly small space. To 
overeome>the problem of intricate 
wiring in such @ tiny area, scientists 
perfected the principle of the “wires 
of paint.” 


High quality paint brushes are 
back on the market after a war per- 
iod in which the shortage of good 
bristles made it necessary to use a 
certain percentage of horge hair or 
other inferior brush materials. The 
new brushes are of both natural 
bristle and synthetic bristle variet- 
ies, 


The “light spotting’ which some- 
times develops soon after wood or 
cement has beén ‘painted with light 
tints of oil paint usually ¢an be eli- 
minated. simply by moistening the 
spots with linseed oil.

Selling 
by grade and colour classification 
has facilitated better trade relations 
and prevented wide price fluctua- 
tions,

The United .Kingdom) cotton tex- 
tile industry has undertaken to ex- 
port 100,000,000 yards a year to 
Canada, George R. Poley of the For- 
eign Trade Service reported on re- 
turning from a. ere trip to 
Britain. 2); .

ton textile, requirements to the Bri- 
tish trade, Mr, Poley pointed out 
that the 100,000,000-yard quota re-» 
presents ten per cent of United 
Kingdom export production, 

The fact that this quantity has 
been made available does not nec- 
essarily mean that the total amount 
will be shipped to Canada within a 
twelve-month period, Canada’s ab- 
ility to abserb these textiles is gov- 
erned to a large extend , by price. 
Every ‘effort is being made by the 
British Board of Trade and by trade 
associations to bring prices into line 
with levels prevailing in this coun- 
try, so that a substantial demanu 
for the British product will be creat- 
ed. 

Mr. Poley explained in his discus- 
sions with the United Kingdom cot- 
ton industry that Canada - depends 
to a great extent on the British 
market for many exports, exclusive 
of foodstuffs. Canada has lost 175 
per cent of her market in Britain 
for upper leather, and her entire 
market there for sole leather, while
